| BATTLE OF KInG’s MOUNTAIN.

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We present jin this issue a plan 
of the Battle of King’s Mountain. 
The cut was originally for the Uni- 
versily Magazine to illustrate a de- 
scription of the battle written by 
Gen’l. Joseph Graham, and which 
was ‘preserved in the memoranda 
of Judge Murphy. 

Such reminiscences seem particu- 
larly appropriate at the present time, 
when the history of the past has 
burst upon us with renewed fresh - 
ness, and when the incidents of the 
revolution are brightened with the 
charm of romance, and they serve so 
effectually to kindie again the fires 
of patriotism and draw the lately 
servered sections of the American 
Union once again into friendly em- 


once animated the whole people 
fighting in one cause and for one 
common object. 

We are compelled to give a mere 
outline of the battle, as the narrative 
of Gen’! Graham is too long for re- 
producture here. 

After the disastrous defeat of Gen. 
Gates at Camden, on the 16th of Au- 
gust 1780, many of his soldiers pass- 


retreated to the upper part of South 
Carolina, who harrassed the tory set- 
tlements in that section. Lord Corr- 
wallis dispatched Col. Ferguson with 
a force of 710 regulars and 
about the same number of totie’s to 
intercept or overtake the rebels.“ 
He was well supplied with arms and 
equipments, and pushing on to Gil- 
bertown in North Carolina, he found 
his force increased to about one thou- 
and men. 

Col. Charles McDowell, of Burke, 
finding that Tarleton had so large a 
force, went across the mountains, 
and in consulation with Col. John 
Sevier and Col. Isaac Shelby, deter- 
mined to raise all the meu possible, 


tauga on the 25 of Sept. Information 
was convayed to Col. William Cam p- 
bell of Virginia, and on the day ap- 
pointed he met them with a consid- 
erable 

They were joined after they left the 
camp on the Watauga by Col. Benja- 
min Cleaveland and Major Joseph 
Winston from Wilkes and Surry.

Shortly after this, information was 
received that Ferguson had left Gilber- 
town in full retreat, and the. patriots 

started in full pursuit. They came to 
the Cowpens on the night of the 5th of 
October, where Ferguson had en- 
camped the night before. Here they 
were joined by Col. Williams of South

„Each division moved off steadily 
to the place assigned then in the or- 
der of battle. Bome of the regiments 
suffered much under thegalling fire 
of the enemy before they were in 
— to enga in the action. 

ome complaints n to be uttered 
that it — never doto be shot down 
without returning the fire. Col. Shel- 
by replied *“‘pass on to your places 
and then your fire will not be lost. 

The men led by Shelby and Me- 
Dowell were soon closely enyaged, 
and the coutest from the first was 
very severe. Williamsand Cleaveland 
were soon in their places, and with 
the utmost energy engaged the foe. 
Ferguson, tinding that the end of 
his line was. giviug way, ordered for- 
ward his regulars and riflemen with 
bayonets and mude a furious charge 
upon Shelby and McDowell, char- 

ing down the mountains some two 
1undred yards. A united and de- 
structive fire soon compelled him to 
order his party back to the top of the 
mountain. 

To ward off the deadly attack from 
Col. Williams, Furguson again 
charged with fury down the moun- 
tains; when Shelby's men saw this, 
they raised the ery ‘‘eome on men, 
the enemy is 8 4 

erguson’s men again e * be 
Shelby. but not so far as before. "Col. 
William's men in turn, called out, 
the enemy is retreating, come on 
men.’ 

At this stage of action, Hambrite 
and Winston had met, and a brisk 
fire was poured upon F erguson’s men 
all around the mountain. As he 
would advance towards Campbell, 
Sevier, Winston and Hambrite, he 
was pursued by Shelby, McDowell, 
Williams and Cleveland. When he 
would turn his forcesagainst the lat- 
ter, the former would press on in 
pursuit. Thus he strugyled on, ma- 
king charges and retreats, but his 
left was iapidly losing ground. His 
men were rapidly faliing before the 
skillful aim and unbending courage 
of the Whigs. Even after being 
wounded, he fought ou with courage. 
He made every effort that could 
be done by a brave and skillful officer, 
according to his position. At length 
he was shot dead, aud his whole com- 
mand driven up into a group of sixty 
yards in length, and not forty in 
width. 

The British officer, Capt. Depeys- 
ter, who took the command, ordered 
u white flag to be raised in token of 
surrender, but the bearer was in- 
stantly shot down. He soon had an- 
other raised, and called out for quar- 
ter. Col. Shelby demanded, if they 
surrendered, why they did not lay 
— theirarms. It was instantly 


But still the firing was continued, 


| until Shelby and Sevier went inside 


the lines, and ordered the men to 
cease. Some who kept it up, would 
call out, give them Buford’s play.“ 
Alluding to Col. Buford’s defeat by 
Tarlton, where no quarters were giv- 
en. A guard was placed over the 
prisoners and all remained on the 
mountain during the night. 


The party which led the left wing 


under Col. Hambrite, suffered ver 
much, haying to pass very difficult 
| ground to reach their peace of desti- 
nation, and within eighty yards of 
the enemy’s marksmen. Col. Ham- 
brite was wounded, and Major Chron- 
icle was killed. Col. Williams, of 
South Carolina, a brave and efficient 
officer, was also killed. The loss of 
the Whigs was not exactly ascertain- 
ed, but believed to be about thirty 
killed and fifty wounded. The en- 
had about one hundred and fifty 
kil ed, and all the rest taken vrison- 
ers. 

On the morning of the Sth, a court- 
martial was held, several of the pris- 
ners who were found guilty of mur- 
der and other high crimes, were 
sentenced to be hanged. About 
twenty were executed.
